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REMARKS 

Claims 1-12, 14 and 15 are pending in the present application. The specification 
has been amended. This Reply is supplemental to the Reply filed on May 10, 2005. 
Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfully requested. 

Foreign Priority 

The Examiner indicates that the Reply filed on May 10, 2005 is not fully responsive 
to the prior Office Action because the priority documents have not been submitted. As the 
Examiner will note, the priority documents have been filed concurrently herewith. In view of 
this, it is believed that the reply dated May 10, 2005 is now fully responsive. 

As the Examiner will note, the priority documents submitted concurrently herewith 
are Japanese Application Numbers 2002-352854 and 2003-127337, which were filed in 
Japan on December 4, 2002 and May 2, 2003, respectively. When the present application 
was filed, a typographical error occurred in the Declaration which indicated incorrect 
Application No. 2003-321416. The first page of the present specification has been 
amended to correct this error. In addition, a Supplemental Application Data Sheet has 
been provided in order to correct the typographical error in the claim for foreign priority. 

Acknowledgement of Applicant's claim for foreign priority and receipt of the priority 
documents are respectfully requested. 

In view of the above, it is believed that the reply dated May 10, 2005 is now fully 
responsive to the Examiner's Office Action dated December 10, 2004.
